This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Species I: The invention is drawn to a recording apparatus for recording an image on a 
recording medium, comprising recording controlling means for making change so as to decrease 
ejection frequency in accordance to an ejection area. 

Species II: The invention is drawn to a recording apparatus for recording an image on a 
recording medium, comprising setting means for setting each of ratios of recordings by the ink 
droplets having different volumes frequency in accordance to an ejection area 

The species are independent or distinct because they contain claimed limitations that are 
different characteristics and patentable over each other. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
